Fort Resolution, Feb. 19. — Edward 
Heron, assistant at Hudson's Bay post, 
arrived in the Fort today, from an ex- 
tended business tour. Up to date, this 
winter, he has covered nearly twelve 
hundred miles with his dog sleds, sleeping 
in the open most of the time, yet both 
he and the dogs are in perfect health, the 
former having gained nearly 14 pounds in 
weight, proving how beneficial winter 
travelling in the north nfist be. He ro: 
ports that there are no signs of caribou 
near this fort. 

Redmen Murmur. 

Indians are seldom guilty of uttering a 
word against the treatment received from 
the Dominion government, but this winter 
under extenuating circumstances, signs of 
discontent were ovcasionally heard. Dur- 
ing ‘the time of the great scarcity of food 
they said words to this effect:. “The 
white man obtains an order and is allow 
ed to come and kill the buffalo, yet we 
Are starving in our own land, and yet 
punished if wo kil) and eat the buffalo."

Medicine men, known throughout the 
whole uncivilized world as practicing their 
cunning (barbaric magicians) are still io 
be found in the far north, although they 
are fast dying out. Still old customs, like 
old sores, die hard. At Fort Resolution 
quite recently died an old blind Indian, 
the Blindman being the only name he 
was known by. For years Indians have 
visited this man for some special com- 
plainte; their faith in him\ was evi- 
dently due to his affliction. He wad 
listen to their sufferings, then deliver 
some words of wisdom, and apply 
some magic lotion over the region of 
the heart. This poor man died of mal- 
ignant cancer, himself a great believer in 
the white man's medicine.

Labor a Hindrance. 

The labor section is yonlly hinder- 
ing the attainment of its objects by 
its impatience; its leaders seem to for- 
get that all the gfeat measures of re- 
form carried in the last three-quarters 
of a century have involved the exer- 
cise of patience. The limitation of 
the powers of the House of Lords must 
come. The fact that the Lords them-

No really great constitutional reform 
has ever been accomplished by  par- 
liamentary methods, without some 
give and take. Some compromice. 
was so with the reform bills of 1867 
and 1884, with the education bills, and 
all other great measures upon, whic 
the country was sharply divided. It 
is for this reason that in the “inner 
ring” there is little expectation that 
the veto resolutions, after rejection by 
the Peers, will be put into effect by 
the exercise of the King’s prerogative.
